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words, wherein comparing includes comparing a sequence of locations of the 
keys associated with the letters comprising the spelling of a word with said input 
path; determining a first numerical score for each of the compared one or more 
words to establish a relative ranking of the words according to the comparison 
and the freguencv associated with the word as claimed in Claim 80.
